and girls of siaall towns should 
not be allowed to see the in- 
side of schoolhouses until they 
are 10 years old, Luther Bur- 
bank, noted plant wizard, de- 
clared in /. message responding 
to greetings from neighbors on 
his 73rd birthday here recently. 


"I speak of the boy or girl 


who has the privilege of being 
reared in the only -place that is 
truly fit to bring up a boy or 
plant—the country or the TOiall. 
town—the nearer to nature the 
better," he said. "In the case of 
children compelled to live in the 
city, the temptations are so 
great, the life so artificial, the 
atmosphere so like that of- a 
hothouse, that such a, child 
should be placed in school ear- 


lier as a matter of safeguard." 


Mr. Burbank said his 
life 


work with plants has convinc- 
ed him that the same treatment 
and care, necessary to the high- 
est development of .plant life is 
essential to the .highest devel- 
opment of human life. 


"All animal life 'is sensitive 


to environment, but of all living 
things the child is the most sen- 
sitive," h* declared. "Surround- 
ings act upon us. as the out- 
side world act upon' the plate 
of the 'camera: Every possible 
influence will leave its impress 
upon the child, in many cases 
even overcoming heredity.

child literally absorbs environ- 
ment. . The proper influence ap- 
plied during the impressionable 
period will ca«se"an effect that 
will be pronounced, immediate 
and permanent"

until Friday when George Branton, 
who had driven his wife and daugh- 
ter to Portage from 
their farm 


home Wednesday and had left them 
there to meet with Mrs. Julius Tes- 
ke,

dressmaker, 
returned to 


bring them back. 


Mrs. 
Teske declared that she had 


expected Mrs. Branton last week 
but had not seen nor received word 
from her. Other friends and rela- 
tives were questioned '.by the fran- 
tic husband, but;, lis inquiries re- 
vealed pothing. 


As far 'as- can be learned, Mr. 


Stroud asserted, the Brantons liv- 
«d happily on their farm. 
There 


had been no quarrel between hus- 
band and wife, he said, and on leav- 
ing her 13-year-old son Wednesday, 
Mrs. Branton kissed him good-bye 
and told him she would be back 
Friday. There is little reason, Mr. 
Stroud. declares, to believe that 
Mrs. Branton's mind suddenly be- 
came affected, OT that she is the 
victim of asphssia, as her conduct 
has always been perfectly normal.

If ho -wants to do so. Facts count 
in tho end. The man who knows 
his ground and has a reputation aa 
Fuch is the man who has the solid 
standing in his community. A per- 
son need not know till the details of 
a thing in order to 
form a juag- 


ment. It is the same with politics 
the avenge citizen may readily ac- 
quire the elementary facts that are 
necessary to form a political judg- 
ment."

since her departure from ;Madison 
has been managing an industrial 
factory of Armenian . women, 


Turks' Motive*. 


In describing the .terrible mas- 


sacres in which the 
Turks at- 
tempted to wipe put the entire 
Christian population of the conn- 
try, Miss Kelly.told some of 'the 
Turks' motives. 


"The Turks have always mur- 


dered the Christians. . They do it 
for economic reasons. The Chris- 
tian Armenian is active, and pro- 
gressive, and has the ability to 
govern. The ordinary 
Turk 
is 


lazy, suave, and gentle. He wants 
to be left alone. 
Although 
the 


Turks have a 
government, they 


have no ability to control prov- 
inces. 'It is for this reason that 
they kill off the Armenians. 
"In one of the massacres dur- 


ing the war the 
entire . country 


was combed. Every man over'11 
years of age was killed. Sotae 
were made to dig their own fnrres.' 
Some were thrown- into 'the river. 
The old women and those who 
were ill were killed. 
Tfie ' others, 


some, of them not oyer 12, were 
taken into 
Turkish harems as 


concubines, or were.-made slaves.' 


The 
little children, raa'ny of 


whom had- become' separated frojn 
their mothers in the long 
Jour- 


neys,-were-taken to- b«- raised- in 
the 
Mohammedan faith. 
There 


are hundreds 'of thousands of them 
—nothing • but 
skin -and bone*. 


They eat grass, nuts, and the 
leaves of trees. 


. Live In Fear. 


"They live, in constant fear and 


terror of the Turk. Many of them 
have dug caves in which they hide 
themselves. The 
only way- that 


we could get them ont was , to, 
leave food at-the entrance'of'the 
cave. When they came out we 
got them .and took, care of them. 


"After, the Peace •eonfeneneey 


when the British • cane into Tur- 
key, »the Turks were-wining "to,"do: 
anything. The Christian' women 
were taken from-the harems. In 
one.town alone we gathered:750 
women. They have •been pat to. 
work in these industrial factories 
where they are making . oriental 
rugs, and doinsr fine handwork on 
handkerchief!, linens and laces. 


"It is p.itiful.to see! how .these 


mothers' who .have been .separatee 
from their families, for 
.so-; long 


travel days on foot to' find trracw 
of their children. The.: .American; 
orphanages feed and keep ."as many 
of them as possible.-*. But.' .many 
of the poor starving; children 'hsvt 
to be turned away"because-fthere 
is not enough .food for..'iHem.

Language corild jnot be 


broader in including the- questions 
which are to be ref erred,-, and ' i 
could not be more definite-in pre- 
scribing-their met'-'-ri of .adjust- 
ment.

shows that whoever prepared i 
knew that it provided in this par 
agraph for something more than 
a mere conference. That declara 
tion provides: "That the contro 
versies to which the second para, 
graph of Article I refers (which 
is the paragraph I am now con- 
sidering) shall not be taken to 
embrace quections which accord- 
ing to the principles of interna- 
tional law lie exclusively within 
the domestic jurisdiction of the re- 
spective parties." 


I suppose that under this declar- 


ation 
OT. reservation if a. contro- 


I call attention .to the two 
which he assigns for not partic- 
ipating- in the conference. Firat, 
he declines to enter' the conference 
because i t "is • not primarily an 
economic conference;"-, and politi- 
cal questions will he fears he dis- 
cussed; and secondly, he believes 
that we should not participate in 
the conference with the present 
rulers of Russia whom, he holds 
"chiefly responsible for Russia's 
present economic disorder." Now 
bear in mind that the Genoa con- 
ference is to be purely a meetinj; 
for discussion, Nothing has been 
referred to- it or is to be Deferred 
to it for settlement Yet the Sec- 
retary of State has decided Oat we 
ought not to participate in that 
conference because of the' charac- 
ter of some of'the subject* that 
may come up for discussion, and 
because of the policies of at least 
one government which has been 
invited to participate in tie con- 
ference. The same Secretary of 
State and-the -same administration 
which 


versy arose between Japan and 
the United States -over the omis- 
sion of Japanese to this country, 
that it would be said that this was 
a question within the domestic 
jurisdiction of the United States. 
Bat why withhold that subject 
from the conference if nothing 
moie than discussion was intend- 
ed? It was dearly contemplated 
that the questions referred tmder 
the .provisions of this paragraph 
are to .be dealt with otherwise 
than by mere discussion. They 
are to be adjusted. Hence purely 
domestic questions were excluded 
from • consideration 
and 
adjust- 
ment. 


It may be true, of course, that 


we are not boned to acquiesce in 
the .adjustment which is .made of 
the questions ref erred. That is 
true of any arbitration agreement 
we roijpht enter into. 
Bnt^ - fit, 
oace we become a party to -this 
treatyj we cannot, -without violat- 
ing it, refuse in case .of a contro- 
versy, to-an-nte the parties to meet 
together "for the. purpose of ad- 
justing the controversy «nd we 
cannot refuse to abide, by tha't 
adjustment when' made -imlen. we 
are willing to repudiate tie-'obli- 
.gation we 
deliberately x assume 


when -we become a party to the 
treaty. It has been asserted in 
iie debate, by some of the propon- 
ents of this treaty, that any settle- 
ment of a . controversy submitted 
to the representatives of the par- 
ties signing- this proposed .treaty, 
would have to be made unanimous- 
ly, and therefore we would have 
to agree to a decision before -we 
coald be 'obligated' by Its terms. 
There is no such provision in the 
proposed 
treaty .jnd 
common 


sense would ""dictate the opposite, 
concJnaion. TPien the represen- 


tatives • of the nations involved are 
'convened in the manner provided, 
in this article for the purpose of 
considering and adjusting contro- 
versies referred to them they will 
necessarily make their 
own rules 


of procedure in the 
absence 
of 


specific 'rules laid 
down 
in 
the 


document which calls them to exis- 
tence as a board or body. The> 
must determine their own methods 
of procedure - which 
will 
include 


determining the vote 
by which 


their decisions will be reached anc 
the manner in which their conclu- 
sions shall be stated. ' A minority 
can, 
of course, dissent. But the 


mandate, which calls these' 'repre- 
sentatives together. requires them 
to reach a conclusion. — to make 
an 
adjustment. And 
there 
is 


nothing express or implied in that 
document requiring that conclusion 
•to 
be unanimous. But" suppose 


we-took the. position, technical an<J 
untenable -though it is, • that we 
woald not be bonnd by a decision 
•to.- -which we did not,.agree, made 
by this conference .or Committee 
-o* body, call' it whaj^. you, will, 
which we had" convished:? foK.~: thi 
very purpose of passing;, upon the 
question-we had. referred to: it! 
What 'position would" t&at. pnt' us 
in -before -the- other parties -id" the 
treaty and before the" .world? If 
the decision of the majority ,-were 
against us, as it wo.uld .be.certain 
to be in the large number of case's 
where the interests ;a'ncV .purposes 
of the British empire".aid" the Jap- 
anese empire -were 't£e same, we 
would be placed in tbe-position of 
not abiding by the decision we iad 
invoked .and we would': be properly 
charged with 
having 
submitted 


our controversy to ,a tribunal, oi 
our own selection and then repud- 
iating its decision because it was 
not rendered in our favor. No, 
Mr. President, if we ratify this 
treaty, if we become parties to 
this contract, we submit to" the, tri- 
bunal for which it - provides the 
questions for settlement or adjust- 
ment • specified in -this paragraph, 
and we must abide by the decis- 
ion rendered. If we are not wili- 
ng to abide by the results of the 
reference we must -keep out of - it 
altogether. 


There is one further objection 


•jo this section which I shall brief- 
ly notice. This is, that it clearly 
excludes all. other. countries than 
;he High Contracting Parties from 
the meeting called to adjust 
the 


controversies referred to them", no 
matter, how great the interest of 
such other countries may be in the 
controversy: I have already point- 
id out that the controversies re- 
ferred, to the . representatives . of 
the parties to this pact, include all 
controversies between the parties 
arising' out of any Pacific question 
n which their rights- are involved 
touching any of tiieir Pacific pos- 
sessions. Suppose, for 
example, 


fapan not only refuses to with- 
draw her troops from Russian ter- 
ritory,, but increases her forces 
there with the obvious design of 
till further encroaching upon Ras- 
;ia's sovereignty. 


Naturally we would object be- 


cause our own interests in the Pa- 
:ific would • be seriously menaced 
>y this further' aggression of Jap- 
an. A controversy 
between 
us 


and Japan would therefore arise, 
which,."under the terms of this 
proposed treaty, we would have 10 
refer-for adjustment as-the terms 
3f this- section provide. Or sup- 
ose, again, that the Japanese 
bonld refuse to surrender tie 
northern portion of the Island of 
Sakhalin, which, admittedly belongs 
o Russia and is now forcibly oc- 
cupied by. Japan, and we, believ- 
mjr that oar rights in the Pacific 
re menaced, as they" doubtless 


would i* by soch action on the 
part of Japan, make a protest and 


gain-a'controversy arises •which, 
inst he submitted to the repre-

signing this 
document. Clearly 


this controversy Kussia is * a 


ecessary party. She is at least 
ne of the parties in interest,: and 
^terhapg"the principal "party in in-: 
crest.- Ey the very terms of .this 
octtment.she is. excluded from, the 
leeting. of. the ixepTe*entatrr«ft;: of i 
u> four power* called to adjust 


the controversy. The language of 
the document is that they (mean- 
ing the immediate parties to the 
controversy) "shall invite the oth- 
er 
High /Contracting 
Parties." 


They are not authorized or per- 
mitted to invite any other power. 
That is made clear by- the next 
portion of the sentence which de- 
clares -that the parties so invited 
shall meet in.a '"joint conference," 
that is a conference made up sole- 
3y of 'the representatives . of. ths 
parties so invited to attend. And 
it is to this conference so consti- 
tuted that "the whole subject will 
be referred for consideration and 
adjustment." 
You introduce an- 


ptaer party into this meeting, and 
it is not the joint meeting speci- 
fied. And it is only to the joint 
meeting of the representatives of 
the four powers mentioned that 
the' controversy is referred 
for 


settlement- Or take another il- 
lustration. It is ' well known that 
for years the Chinese government 
has 
conducted 
an 
heroic 
fight 


against th.-; use of opium, and the 
opium traffic ' among her people, 
and that the British government 
has in years past by the most bru- 
tal methods-'forced opium upon the 
people of China. While latterly I 
understand, the British 'policy has 
changed in this respect, it is still 
true, authorities upon that subject 
state that the principal difficulty 
the Chinese government has in 
combatting the evil, arises 
from 


the fact that opium may be free- 
1" bought and traded in the terri- 
tory covered by foreign conces- 
sions, and particularlv by British 
concessions. Under 
the 
present 


arrangement the Chinese govern- 
ment is powerless to' stop the traf- 
fic in that large portion of'her'ter- 
ritory 
practically 
under British 


control. Our own interests in the 
Paciirtc. are, of course, affected by 
anything that involves the 
de- 


bauching- and the demoralization 
of the Chinese people. And sup- 
pose that we make a protest over 
this or any other matter involving 
British aggressions in China. 
A 


controversy 
arises 
which under 


this proposed treaty must be re- 
ferred for adjustment in the man- 
ner I have described. China can- 
not be a party to it. Here, 
Mr. 


President, is the great vice or at 
least one of the great vices of this' 
compact. 
When we 
become a 


party to it, we must either make 
up our minds to go along-with' the 
Japanese Empire and the British, 
and - acquiesce in whatever they 
may choose to do in the regions of 
the Pacific ocean, or if we protest 
against l&err . conduct because our 
own vital, interests are • involved, 
"we must submit the issue so made 
for adjustment to a body which 
we -know, in advance is packed 
against us. • • • . - .

'My • interpretation'(of Section I 


of the propored treaty n 
made 


the Constitution as upon the ex- 
pressed ones. Not only that, sir, 
but it isvthe implied rights and 
duties that attach to all contracts 
and to all relations in life even 
more than those which are ex- 
pressed in words that makes it 
possible for men to live together 
in a civilized society. Now, sir, 
the whole scheme of this document 
is that the Hig-h Contracting Par- 
ties are entering into a partner- 
ship or at the very least a joint- 
aiventure. By this document they 
agrae to combine together, separ- 
ate and distinct] from 
all other 


powers of the . earth, for certain 
purposes and they declare that 
they have certain interests in com- 
mon which it is necessary or at 
least desirable to protect by means 
of this combination. By this act 
alone, they make themselves joint, 
adventurers at the very least, and 
there at once attaches to them all 
the obligations of loyalty and devo- 
tion to their joint interests as op- 
posed to all other interests which 
the law .attaches to the relation of 
partners or joint-adventurers. 


Lloyd Georgie, speaking: in tire 


House of Commons, August IS, 
1921, only sue months ago, antici- 
pating- the result of th< Washing- 
ton conference, said: 


"If 
the alliance with Japan 


coald merge into a greater under- 
standing,, with Japan and the Uni- 
ted States on all problems of the 
Pacific, .that would be a great 
event which -would be a guaranty 
of the peace of the world." 


Every ear breeding alliance be- 


tween nations since the <btwn of. 
history has been declared to be in 
the interests of tie peace of the 
world. 
.. ContimrinK, Lloyd George said: 
"I am still hopeful that snch an 


understanding- as woald make us 
feel that this partnership would 
be established wfll ensue as a re- 
sult of. the coming conference at 
Washington." (See N. Y. Times, 
8-19-21.) 


The 
universal 
acclaim 
with 


which this four power pact has 
been greeted by the leading states- 
men of the British empire, includ- 
ing- Mr. Lloyd George, leaves no 
doubt that in their estimation the 
hope he expressed was realized m 
the document now before 
calls it a partnership. I have 
us. He 


used the somewhat looser term of 
joint-'adventnrers. la either case, 
the same dnty attaches to the rela- 
tionship which requires the parties 
to stand together, to work togeth- 
er, and to protect and advance 
the rights of an in tie 
subject 


matter of the adventure or part- 
nership against the, act or acts of 
any. other Power or Powers of the 
world. 


more conclusive, if that is possible, 
by consideration of the language 
of Section II. 
follows: 
That section ia as 


"If the said rights ..are . threat-

Note well the language; "If the 


said rights are threatened by the 
aggressive action of any

Power," what happens? Not a 
meeting together in some desig- 
nated place by the representatives 
of the parties to the treaty to con- 
sider the case and render a decis- 
ion as is provided for under Sec- 
tion J, but the parties .will com- 
municabe 
with 
each . other. If 


nothing but communications were 
contemplated under Section I, why 
the great difference in language 


,. Now, -sir, recognizing thi» as tie 
plain obligation which the, parties 
assume from the (relationship, it 
is worse than idle to attempt to 
argue that, this section of the trea- 
ty docs, not obligate us to nse force 
whenever force is the "most effi- 
cient measure" witi which to re- 
peal the aggression of -some out- 
side power upon the rights of one 
of our co-partners -- co-adventur- 
ers under this proposed treaty. I 
shall not consume the time of the 
Senate in discussing a propoeimm 
so obvious.SECTION m 


Section in of this proposed treaty 
is as follows:

and the entire 
scheme of the 
tion I contemplates that trouble 
may arise between the parties'and 
it provides a body by which the 
causes of the trouble will be inves- 
tigated and which shall then ad- 
just or settle the difficulty.

rion II contemplates that trouble 
may arise between a member or 
members of the pact and some out- 
side power or powers, and it pro- 
vides an entirely different method 
of 
dealing- with that Situation. 


Section II contemplates: (1) ag- 
gressive action by some outside 
power, against one of the four 
signers of the pact; (2) immediate 
communication between the parties 
to the pact in order to arrive at an 
understanding; (3) the understand- 
ing arrived at. is to embody the 
most "efficient measures" to meet 
the aggressive action of the out- 
side power. That is as far as the 
specific language of the section 
goes. 


Of course, any Senator may ar- 


gue if he chooses that the efficient 
measures to meet the agressive ac- 
tion of a hostile power consists 
in sending-out a delegation with 
love branches to talk it over with 
the enemy the-matter-of its wick- 
ed conduct.' That seems to be 
about all that. the proponents of 
tfcis proposed treaty are.willing to 
admit that we obligate ourselves to 
do nnder this section. I iave mar- 
velled, sir, at the arguments made 
by distinguished Senators in this 
body during tbejast few days in 
an effort to show that -Qiis. section 
imposed no obligation iipon ns to 
meet the aggressive action of an 
enemy power with anything more 
deadly, than talk. We all know 
•what is implied in a., constitution 
or :in a statate?orvin a" treaty.-is 
jitst as much'a/part.of tha docu- 
ment "as what % expressed, Onr 


take effect, and after the expiration 
of said period it shafi continue to be 
in force subject to the right of any 
of the H3gh Contracting Parties to 
terminate ft irpon twelve months' 
notice." 


The only point that I wish to 


make upon this section fa that if 
we ratify this treaty we become 
bound absolutely to continue under 
it for the period at eleven years. 
Yon will note the entire absence 
from this proposed treaty of a pro- 
vision common to many treaties that 
either party may terminate it upon 
JErfving a certain specified notice. 
Once we ratify this proposed treaty, 
there is no escape for ns for eleven 
years at least No matter what th« 
conduct of onr associates may be 
during that time we cannot with- 
draw from the enterprise upon 
which we enter with them when -we 
become parties to this document 
For eleven years at least -we are 
married to them. We mart meet 
with them in-conference. • We must 
submit to them for adjustment of 
questions 
vitally affecting 
onr 


rights and onr national honor and . 
no matter how divergent or irrecon- 
cilable onr views and policies may 
>e, for eleven years we are bonnd 
to continue in this unnatural rela- 
tionship. 


If any Senator can tell us or tell 


the people of this country wiat 
there is in the history of the Brit- 
ish Empire or the Japanese Empire 
or In their present conduct or fu- 
ture prospects -which makes him de- 
sire to unite the destinies of this 
nation with them fo'- eleven long- 
years, I will be glad to listen to his 
reasons. Bnt for my part, Mr. 
President, I know that the road to 
peace and prosperity for ns and onr 
highest service "to the world lies in 
keeping free from this particular 
combination. We can only serve the 
world and onr own people while'we 
are free to pursue our own ideals 
and our own ambitions in an effort' 
to uphold freedom and democracy 
and tie rights of the common man.

alliance was in existence reduction

I might read many oUMf quota- 


tions from tbe speecnea of file Sen-

Pact now before the Senate, is that 
if adopted it win terminate the An- 
glo-Japanese Alliance. 


The provision of tbe Anglo-Japa- 


nese Treaty of July IS, 1911, and 
the only one which can be eonstrne4 
as in any iray menacing file United 
•States, is that which is contained in 
Article U. Article n of the Anglo- 
Japanese Treaty of July 18, 1911 
is as follows: 


"If by reason of unprovoked at- 


tack or aggressive action wherever 
arising on the-part_of *ny power or 
powers either Hij?h Contracting 
Party inaH be involved in war in 
defense of its territorial rights or 
special interests mentioned in de- 
fense of the preamble of this treaty, 
tile High Contacting Parties will 
at once come to the xafciribace of its 
allies, and win conduct fte war in 
common and' make peace in mutual 
agreement wfthTt* 


Now, 
Mr. President, when we put 


-aside the omnibus, mystexkms and 
threatening enuendoes of the gen- 
tlemen who claim that the Anglo- 
Japanese Affiance ts snch a menace' 
to tbe United States, and look at 
the language of that.-ajjianee itself, 
we find that it has nothing to Ao 
with the United States, unless the 
United States should make an un- 
provoked attack upon either the 
Japanese or British Empire, in the 
Far East, or take unprovoked ag- 
gressive action ngams£pne or both 
of them.

"WWJ, one September morning a 
report came from the front that the 
men on construction had been hav- 
ing a warm time with the redskins 
and wanted help.

notify them. Old Fort 


Chandler lay off to the southwest of 
us about fifteen miles, and the 
blueshirts had been brought near 
the track in order that they might 
strike quickly, for disturbing ru- 
mors had been coming in for some 
weeks of a general uprising of the 
savages. Major Holme had gone 
west from 'Fort Chandler in search 
of 31ack Calf and his band, leav- 
ing the troops at the fort, reduced 
to n small number—three compan- 


ies, under the command of Captain 
Pope, having been .detached to 
guard the railroad and settlement 
at Ladder. Black Calf, however, 
had. given Holme the slip, and was 
making a long detour to the south 
and east to strike us at the divi- 
sion-station; but all were ignorant 
of this. Reports had come in that 
Long Blanket, -with a band of war- 
riors," had 
been seen in 'the low 


foot-hills north of the track, some 
twenty miles .-west of us, and Pope 
was preparing to swing his force 
against them, when the word came 
that his men were needed at the 
front eighty miles west. 


"The superintendent of construc- 


tion, who was at the front, had 
sent the message. It came by -wire 
early in tho morning, and within 
the hour Pope was at the station 
with his troops. The horses and lug- 
gage -were hurriedly loaded into box- 
cars, most of tho boys boarded other 
box-cars, 'while -two flat cars were 
thrown into the center of the train, 
each bearing a mounted howitzer 
and a staked breastwork of railroad 
iron and a complement of soldiers.

The country swept 
away to north and south, in scarcely 
perceptible ' swells—an ocean of

in -the sky, while before us, in the 
west, and curving toward the north- 
cast, rose the IJlac-colorcd heaps 
of the Rockies. I didn't have much

"We got on swimmingly for per- 


haps twenty miles, then we struck 
a break—two rails had been pried 
loose from the ties and thro-vra by 
the right-of-way. It looked bad. 
By tho merest chance we escaped 
being ditched,

extending for 


miles toward the west, began a 'se- 
ries of low foot-hills—so low that 
they seemed much like the gentle 
swells of a lazy sea.

Their experience on the floor of both 
houses has shown that there exists a wide-

spread and deep-seated belief that the wages 
of labor, particularly on the railroads and in 
unionized industries, were raised during the 
war and the two succeeding years to exorbi-

tur.t levels and that there is no possibility of 
a return to sound conditions until wages in 
all li:los of industry ure forced down. Out of 
this belief arises a prejudice against 'labor 
that strongly influences the attitude and de- 
cisions not only of Congress but also the Ex- 
ecutive departments and—may it be said 
without contempt—the Judiciary as well. 


This prcjutlicc, although directed primarily 


against organized labor, is not, however, lim-

The Three Standards For Judging Wages. 
n KFORE we attempt to review the facts 
Sj that bear on this question, we must first 
establish standards upon which to form our 
judgment. For without standards all statis- 


.! 
tics are meaningless and confusing. Without 
them, there is no sound basis upon which any- 
one can say that $1.00 a day is too low a wage 
or ?25 too high. 


Tho economists who have studied this ques- 


tion have, after many years of consideration 
come to use three fundamental standards by 
which they attempt to judge wages. 


1. "Have wages kept pace with the 


cost of living?" 


2. "Arc the wages of these workers a 


'living wage'—that is, are they sufficient 
to maintain a family of average size in

This table shows that while the average 


earnings of factory workers had increased 
during the 20 years from $426 to $1,159, never- 
theless that ?1,159 in 1919 would buy only as 
much of tho necessaries of life—food, rent,- 
fuel and clothing—as $420 would buy in 1899. 
The wage .earner was, therefore, worse off at 
.the end of the war, when nominal wages were 


at their peak, than at tho end of the'last cen- 
tury.

Objection may be made that since 1919 cost 


of living has declined; but the answer is 


clear—g0 also have wages and the opportun- 
ity to get work. Whatever decline occurred 
in the cost of living during the first half of 
1921 has already ceased. Moreover, we are, 
here considering actual earnings, 
and with 


millions of workers unemployed and the bal- 
ance on part time at greatly reduced wages, 
it is absolutely certain that their earnings in 
1921 
will fall far short of 1919. 


Great Private Fortunes Bnilt On Underpaid 


Workers. 


W 


E may also view this situation from an- 
other point of view and determine what 


the factory workers' wages should have -been 
to maintain the same standard of living they 
enjoyed (or suffered under) at the beginning 
of the century. .For example, the cost of 
living increased 176 per cent during the 20 
years from 1S99 to 1919, so that if earnings 
increased in the same 
proportion in 
1919, 


they would have been 176 par cent higher 
than in 1S99, or §1,176. As they actually re- 
ceived only $1,159, each worker had a deficit 
of $17. For the 9,098,119 wage earners in 
manufacturing industries this deficit amount- 
ed in 1919 to the enormous sum of $154,668,- 
023. 


Using the same method for other years,

This table indicates that the wage earners 


in manufacturing industries in 'the United 
States have during the last ten years been 
grossly underpaid . by amounts ranging from 
as high as $440,000,000 a year. ' Taking the 
five years shown in the table together, and 
counting the good years with the bad, we 
have an average annual' deficit of $27 per 
employee. 


Assuming that the 5 years shown are.typ- 


ical, the aggregate underpayment of all em- 
ployees for the 20 years amounts to the col- 
ossal sum of $3,556,000,000.' 


This three and a half billion dollars of 


wages, withheld from 
the factory workers 


during the last twenty years, has been the ba- 
sis of thousands of the great American for- 
tunes. 


Union Wages And Cost Of Living. 


I 


T may be said, however, that'the charges 
that wages • are too high have not been di- 


rected against the great unorganized mass of 
•factory workers, but have been aimed specif- 
ically at organized labor and union wages. 


The United States Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics has compiled every year since 1907 the 
wage scales actually paid union workers in 
the principal organized trades. 


The trades . covered by this "Union Wag^ 


index" include bakers, building trades, metai 
trades, printing trades, teamsters, laundry 
workers, 4nd waiters. 
These 
unions ' have 


about 2,00.0,000 members and are representa- 
tive of all organized labor,1 outside of trans- 
portation and mining.

propagandists and in sharp contra»t to the 
belief of people who rely on- the newspapers 
for their information, -union workers, did not 
profit out of the war but that their real wages 
were - actually lower in 1918 th»n in any pre- 
vious year. In that year when the profiteers 
reaped their golden harvest, the 
wages 
of 


union labor would actually buy .only 66 per 


ccnt — tw thirds- .of what they would buy in 
1907. It was not until after '-the government 
suspended the "work or fight"' order and re7 
laxed its control over the workers that they 
were able to begin to push their wages up to 
their real .value in 1907. 
' This statement, of facts does not conflict 
with the fact that labor as a whole probably 
had more money during the war years than at 
any previous time. But this was not due to 
excessive wage ' rates. It was due to the bo- 
nuses paid .by 
"cost-plus" contractors 
and 


profiteers and to the fact that probably for 
the first time in 50 years there -was a job for 
every one, steady ; employment, 
-without 
the 


fear of being fired' or laid off without cause, 
and excessive overtime paid for at advanced 
rates.

Is it not a terrible commentary on modern 


civilization that 'it gives its wage earners an 
opportunity to work steadily only when tho 
products of their toil are to be used for war 
and destruction?

This table shows that while union wages 


were more than twice as'high in 1921 as in 
1907, this was more than offset by the de- 
dine iff'the purchasing power of the dollar to 
,45 cents, so that the. real vajjj.e of union wages 
in. 19%!' was only 94 per cent of the wagea 
paio"ii&*907. ^nrthewnore, the apparent rise' 
in 19211.. caused by the sharp decline in the 
cost of -living, is all an illusion. With 'the

miners struck in 1919 the real value of the 
wages of the pick miners was at the very low- 
est point since 1900—19 cents a ton or 37 per 
cent less than their purchasing power twenty 
years before. The wages of the mine laborers, 
although proportionately not so .low as 
the 


pick miners, actually had a. purchasing power 
of only $1.74 a day as compared with $2.10 in 
1900. 
This was the time that mine laborers 


were pictured by .corporation' press agents as 
driving to their "work in limousines! 


It is. true that the fall in- prices in 1921 has 


brought tho buying power of the wages of mine 
laborers back a. little above the 1900 level, but 
this is another- case of the illusion always cre- 
ated by such periods cf industrial depression. 
During • the past year the. mines have been 
operated so irregularly- that men have not had 
an opportunity to work more than two days a 
week', and thousands are now literally starving 
in the mining regions. . 


(The information presented above is a part 


of the first section of the report, 
which an-" 


swers the question, "Have Wages Kept Pace 
with the Cost of Living?"• The other two sec- 
tions of the report, which cannot be covered for 
lack of space, answer the questions: "Are the 
Wages of Industrial Workers 'Living Wages'?" 
and "Have Wages Increased In Proportion To 
National Productivity?" .The conclusions ar- 
rived at after a consideration. of the material 
presented in the other two sections are present- 
ed below.) 


Conclusion. 


To sum up in the briefest possible form the 


conclusions of this investigation, it may be said: 


1. American wages are not too high, judged 


by any fair standard of comparison. 


' 2. With the -exception of a fjw isolated .oc- 


cupations 
that were miserably underpaid in 


1900, no class or group of workers has suc- 
ceeded in maintaining unimpaired the real val- 
ue of their wages as measured ty the buying 
power which they possessed in 3,900, 


3. With the exception of a few isolated .and 


exceptionally 
skilled trades, the wages of 


American workers are insufficient, without sup- 
plement from other sources, to provide for the 
subsistence of a'family consisting of a husband, 
wife and ,three minor children, much less main- 
tain them in that condition of "health and 
reasonable comfort" which every humane con- 
sideration demands. 


4 
American labor has been consistently de- 


prived of its fair share in the ever-increasing 
productivity of the nation's industries.. It is 
this ever-increasing inequity thr • is at the root 
of the nation's frequent industrial depressions. 
And it is out of this constant underpayment of 
labor that a large part of the great private for- 
tunes arid-the huge surpluses of American cor- 
porations -have been created.
